‘Ostracized’ 


Dartmouth North MLA 
Trevor Zinck claims the 
NDP booted him out of 
the party because it feared 
he would vote against the 
budget, not because of ex¬ 
pense irregularities. 

The NDP “indefinitely 
suspended” Zinck Thursday 
after it found five cases of 
him expensing bills he had 
never actually paid. The 
party handed the informa¬ 
tion over to the speaker’s 
office for investigation. 

But Zinck said he believes 
he was kicked out because 
of rumours he would flip to 
another party or vote 
against the upcoming budg¬ 
et. 

“I could, potentially, 
make a move that would 
embarrass the premier. So, 
politically, what do you do? 
You eliminate that possibili¬ 
ty. It happens, and unfortu¬ 
nately today it’s happened 
to me,” he told Metro. 

Zinck admitted to gam¬ 
bling and alcohol problems 
last fall. He said transition¬ 
ing to the role of NDP back¬ 
bencher, his ailing father’s 
health, and an overwhelm¬ 
ing workload wore him 
down. 

“The premier didn’t 
come out and support me 
on a veiy important issue 
that got me on the front 
page. My father was ill, I 
had nobody in the office, 
stress built up. I began to 
drink more and that be¬ 
came a problem for me,” he 
said. 

“So I started seeing coun¬ 
selling, which I still do to¬ 
day.” 


• First elected in 2006, Trevor 
Zinck served as an NDP back¬ 
bencher.

Zinck made calls to both 
the Tories and Liberals 
Thursday morning, but de¬ 
nied he was looking to join 
either party. Conservative 
Leader Karen Casey said of 
the call, “I think he was just 
looking for a friend.” 

Speaker Charlie Parker 
said the missed payments 
add up to a few thousand 
dollars over the last few 
months.

Debate sought

Legislature resumes with throne speech short on specifics of NDP plans

Amid a public outcry over 
inappropriate expense 
spending by legislative 
members, Nova Scotia's 
NDP government 
signalled it's ready to 
move ahead with its agen¬ 
da during the spring 
session of the legislature 
that opened Thursday 
with a throne speech. 

Read by Lt.-Gov. Mayann 
Francis, the throne speech 
hinted at fiscal pain to 
come but outlined few 
specifics about any pend¬ 
ing cuts to programs or 
services as the province 
grapples with a $ 13-billion 
debt and $52 5-million 
deficit. 

“The heavier our finan¬ 
cial burden grows, the 
more it threatens govern¬ 
ment’s ability to deliver vi¬ 
tal public services like 
health care and educa¬ 
tion,” said Francis. 

“The challenge is unde¬ 
niable: Tough decisions 
must be made today if No¬ 
va Scotia is to seize the mo¬ 
ment and reshape its fu¬ 
ture.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter’s 
political blueprint said a 
key priority will be health 
care, which takes up an es¬ 
timated 48 per cent of the 
province’s overall budget. 

Although no details were 
released, the government 


also said it will not balance 
the books this year, and 
will outline a multi-year 
fiscal strategy to help get 
its finances back in shape 
when it tables the budget 
on April 6. 

Last fall, an economic 
panel recommended hik¬ 


ing the provincial portion 
of the harmonized sales 
tax by two per cent, but 
the speech did not make 
any mention of tax increas¬ 
es. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said the ambi¬ 
guity was intentional. 


“Tax measures are never 
revealed in advance for 
good reason. Obviously 
people are interested in 
the government’s direc¬ 
tion, but for that they’ll 
have to wait for budget day 
to get the details,” Steele 
said.

Severe worker shortage predicted 

Population forum finds province's 'quality of life as we know it... in jeopardy'

Quality of life in Nova 
Scotia could drop 
significantly in the next 10 
to 15 years if the province 
can't stem the population 
decline, warns Port 
Hawkesbury Mayor Billy 
Joe Maclean. 

A report released this 
week details the demo¬ 
graphic challenges facing 
the province and what 
they could mean for Nova 
Scotia. It came out of a 
population forum held re¬ 
cently in Wolfville that 
brought together munici¬ 
palities, chambers of com¬ 
merce and regional devel¬ 
opment authorities. 

It notes Nova Scotia will 
run out of its available 
labour force in less than 
seven years, with one in 
eight jobs going unfilled, 
and that will affect all 
economic sectors and job 
categories. 

“Municipalities — I’m 
talking rural, towns and 
cities — are going to find 
that in the next 10 to 15 
years, that short, if we 
can’t get some solutions 
to this problem that we 
see looming out there.

Desmarais eyes Indian market

Reclusive and powerful 
Quebec billionaire Paul 
Desmarais made a fortune 
investing in China early 
and wisely, plowing 
investments into the coun¬ 
try long before it boasted 
the world’s fastest-grow¬ 
ing economy. 

Now, Desmarais has his 
sights set on India, another 
burgeoning market. 

Desmarais, who controls 
Power Corporation of 
Canada, a holding compa¬ 
ny with a vast web of as¬ 
sets around the globe, is 
dispatching Power Corp. 
vice chairman Henri-Paul 
Rousseau to New Delhi and 
Mumbai in early April, said 
several sources familiar 
with the matter. 

Diplomats at the Canadi¬ 
an High Commission in 
New Delhi have been 
asked to set up meetings 
for Rousseau with politi¬ 
cians and influential busi¬ 
ness leaders. Later this 
year, Andre Desmarais, 
Paul Desmarais’ son, is ex¬ 
pected to follow up on 
Rousseau’s visit. 

“They may not be the 
first to India, but that does¬ 
n’t matter,” said a source 
familiar with Desmarais’ 
plans. “Sa 5 dng you have to 


be the first is like sajdng 
you were too late if you 
weren’t already in America 
in 1812.” 

Desmarais’ interest in In¬ 
dia comes as the country 
plans an aggressive spend¬ 
ing spree that should see 
billions spent to improve 
roads, railways, airports, 
power-supply plants and 
other infrastructure proj¬ 
ects. 

The Indian government 
has signalled plans to build 
or upgrade 47,000 kilome¬ 
tres of highways by 2015, 
an expansion which will 


cost an estimated $50 bil¬ 
lion US a year. 

Then there are India’s 
bursting cities — 40 of 
them boast a population of 
more than one million. In 
Mumbai, India’s commer¬ 
cial capital, half the popu¬ 
lation lives in slums. Run¬ 
ning water is available for 
two to six hours a day. 
Some 35 per cent of homes 
lack basic sanitation. 

“There is so much room 
for investment it boggles 
the mind,” said a Western 
diplomat based in New

The investigation in Vic¬ 
toria state follows an inde¬ 
pendent citizens group re¬ 
port last week that police in 
the state capital Melbourne 
have targeted, taunted and 
beaten African teens, accus¬ 
ing the department of hav¬ 
ing a “culture of racism.” 

Police Chief Simon Over¬ 
land acknowledged at the 
time that some officers 
were racist but said they 
were a small minority, and 
in announcing the email 
probe Thursday he noted 
that the material involved a 
variety of offensive themes, 
including pornographic 
and sexist material. The of¬ 
ficer who committed sui¬ 
cide was not responsible 
for racist material. Over¬ 
land said. 

Overland refused to elab¬ 
orate on the content of the 
emails, sajdng none of it 


was illegal but that all of it 
was offensive and in breach 
of department policy. 

“It’s a mix of racist and 
pornographic and other¬ 
wise offensive material,” he 
told reporters. “There are 
vaiying degrees of involve¬ 
ment and vaiying degrees 
of seriousness.” 

He would not confirm 
whether any of the racist 
material referred to 
Africans or Indians. Both 
groups have been the target 
of violence in Victoria state 
and have criticized police 
conduct in recent months. 

The Age newspaper re¬ 
ported that the investiga¬ 
tion centred on a graphic 
image of a non-Caucasian 
man being tortured. There 
were no other details on 
the image. 

The months-long investi¬ 
gation led to two officers re¬ 
ceiving what is called a Sec¬ 


tion 68 — notice that the 
commissioner has lost con¬ 
fidence in the officers and 
giving them a chance to ex¬ 
plain why they should not 
be dismissed — for intro¬ 
ducing the material into 
the police system. 

Overland confirmed that 
a police officer who com¬ 
mitted suicide earlier this 
week was one of two given 
the Section 68. 

Overland said his goal in 
disciplining the officers 
was to uphold the depart¬ 
ment’s values and keep the 
confidence of the commu¬ 
nity. 

“How can a community 
have confidence in this or¬ 
ganization if we allow 
racist, sexist, pornographic, 
inappropriate material to 
circulate freely around the 
organization?” Overland 
asked. “We can't do it.”

No, it’s not about Diana 
and her marriage to Prince 
Charles; it’s a dramatiza¬ 
tion of the emotional tor¬ 
ment of Queen Maiy II as 
she tried in vain to a pro¬ 
duce an heir. It is set in her 
bedchamber, giving the 
display an unsettling au¬ 
thenticity. 

“The first time you walk 
into the room, it has an au¬ 
ra of sadness, but also in¬ 
credible beauty,” said de¬ 
signer Marcus Wilmont, 
part of the team that deco¬ 
rated the room. 


Not every display is 
laced with tragedy. 

One of Diana’s elegant 
ball gowns is on display, 
and Vivienne Westwood, 
one of Britain’s most 
revered designers, came 
up with a fanciful — and 
fantastic — dress designed 
to be worn by a rebellious 
princess.

Teenage refugee won't face adult charges in gang-rape case 


Mexican drug gangs getting stronger 


ARIZONA A teenage Liber¬ 
ian refugee charged in the 
gang-rape of an eight-year- 
old girl will be sent to the 
juvenile system for thera¬ 
py and released in less 
than three years, rather 
than face more than 25 
years in prison if convicted 
as an adult, a Phoenix 
judge ruled Thursday. 

The teen, whom The As¬ 


sociated Press is not nam¬ 
ing because of his age, had 
been the only one of four 
boys charged as an adult in 
the July attack. The teen, 
now 15, was 14 at the 
time. 

All the children involved 
are refugees from the war- 
torn West African nation 
of Liberia. 

Maricopa County Superi¬ 


or Court Judge Michael 
Kemp decided to send the 
teen’s case to juvenile 
court Thursday, meaning 
he will undergo treatment 
and be released when he 
turns 18, possibly sooner. 

“I thank God,” said the 
teen’s mother after falling 
to the floor in relief “God 
did a great work for me. 
I’m almost in heaven.” 


The teen had pleaded 
not guilty in adult court to 
one count each of kidnap¬ 
ping, sexual assault and at¬ 
tempted sexual conduct 
with a minor, and five 
counts of sexual conduct 
with a minor. He would 
have faced at least 26 years 
in prison if convicted of 
every count as an adult. 
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STUDY Mexican criminal or¬ 
ganizations have more 
than doubled heroin pro¬ 
duction in a year and have 
cemented their grip as the 
predominant wholesale 
suppliers of illicit drugs in 
the United States, a gov¬ 
ernment report concluded 
Thursday. 

The National Drug 
Threat Assessment found 
that Mexican groups were 


the only drug trafficking 
enterprises operating in 
every region of the United 
States. 

The study by the Justice 
Department says Mexican 
traffickers increased the 
flow of heroin, metham- 
phetamine and marijuana 
into the United States, 
while they increased pro¬ 
duction of those drugs in

The legislation is far from 
perfect, of course, the not 
unexpected result of all the 


far too many messy com¬ 
promises needed to cajole 
and barter the 216 votes re¬ 
quired to pass it. And the re¬ 
sulting outciy over what 
the bill actually accomplish¬ 
es — or not — may cost 
Obama the chance to push 
other items on his reform 
agenda and, worse, endan¬ 
ger not only the Democrats’ 
hold on Congress, but also 
his own hopes for a second 
term as president. 

Despite all of that, Robert 
Gibbs, the president’s press 
secretary, told reporters this 
week that passing the 
health-care legislation 
“meant more to (Obama) 


than any election night 
could have because he im- 
derstands just what it will 
mean.” 

He had a vision, in other 
words, and he was prepared 
to risk his electoral future 
to make that vision reality. 

Can the same be said of 
our new New Democratic 
Party government? 

While one can’t begin to 
compare the globally game¬ 
changing election of Ameri¬ 
ca’s first black president 
with the mere electoral vic¬ 
tory of Nova Scotia’s first 
ever social democratic gov¬ 
ernment, there is no ques¬ 
tion the NDP’s win last June 


(just six months after Oba¬ 
ma’s) raised expectations — 
and hopes — here, too. 

Could Darrell Dexter’s 
NDP really do politics differ¬ 
ently, or would it offer more 
of the same-old, same-old 
under a different brand? 
Did it a have a vision of a 
better tomorrow, or would 
it become another govern¬ 
ment with no higher calling 
than its own re-election? 

The first six months have 
not been encouraging. 
Thanks to the MIA expens¬ 
es scandal, the NDP has lost 
control of the goveming-dif- 
ferently agenda. Whatever 
it does now will be seen as 


playing catch-up to public 
opinion. And it has allowed 
whatever higher-calling 
agenda it may have had to 
devolve into a dreaiy debate 
over raising taxes versus 
cutting spending. 

The New Democrats are 
right that we must first —fi¬ 
nally — get our financial 
house in order. But if that is 
all they accomplish, they 
will end up like the Chre- 
tien-Martin Liberals who 
slayed the deficit dragon. 
But then? Good, but not 
game changing. 

Thursday’s throne speech 
was the government’s op¬ 
portunity to “recalibrate,” 


to set out its own ambitious 
“more-than-any-election- 
night” agenda. Despite occa¬ 
sional rhetorical nods to to¬ 
morrow — “difficult choic¬ 
es now to ensure a better fu¬ 
ture later” — the speech it¬ 
self was mostly a laundiy 
listing of small accomplish¬ 
ments and modest expecta¬ 
tions that could have been 
authored by a Liberal or 
Conservative government. 

And not a defining mo¬ 
ment in sight. Opportunity 
lost.

This back-pain treatment 


is a high-tech form of trac¬ 
tion. Patients get strapped 
onto a table that pulls apart 
the vertebrae, supposedly 
allowing damaged discs to 
be rehydrated, and move 
back into position. The 
treatment is not cheap — 
up to $5,000 for 20 sessions. 

In Oregon, the attorney 
general’s office looked at 
the science behind the 
claims and cracked down 
on the manufacturer of one 
of the more popular de¬ 
compression tables, the 
DRX-9000. 

So, what can you believe 
when it comes to healing 
back pain? We spoke to a 
dozen experts — from chi¬ 


ropractors to spinal sur¬ 
geons — and they all sug¬ 
gested exploring cheaper 
alternatives like massage, 
chiropractic, physiotherapy 
and Pilates. 

We also talked to one of 
Canada’s best-known back 
doctors, spinal surgeon 
Hamilton Hall, and he’s got 
some tips if you’re suffering 
from back pain. 

No. 1? Stay out of bed. In¬ 
activity only makes things 
worse. Hall suggests you tiy 
moving or stretching in di¬ 
rections that reduce the 
pain. Surprisingly, in most 
cases, the more you move, 
the less it hurts. 

Good posture helps a lot. 


Keep the natural curve in 
your low back when you 
sit; use a lumbar roll. 

Always remember that 
the spine is veiy strong and 
very well protected. If it 
hurts, don’t panic. 

And the best news of all, 
80 per cent of all back in¬ 
juries heal themselves, 
within a few months.

China's ‘Great Firewall' in effect 


INTERNET Type “Falun 
Gong” in Chinese into 
Google’s search engine 
from Beijing, and the web 
browser suddenly becomes 
unresponsive for about a 
minute. Make the same 
search from Hong Kong, 
and you’ll get plenty of 
links to the spiritual move¬ 
ment banned by the Chi¬ 
nese government. 

Internet users in main¬ 
land China and Hong Kong 
now share the same 
Google search site, but 
their experiences continue 
to widely differ, particular¬ 
ly on topics deemed sensi¬ 
tive by China’s Communist 
leaders. The difference is 
that the government, 
rather than Google Inc., is 


now doing the censoring. 

The findings in a recent 
Associated Press test offer 
insights into the sophisti¬ 
cation with which China 
uses its complex “Great 
Firewall” to filter its citi¬ 
zens’ online view of the 
world. 

Recent searches for 
taboo topics from Beijing 
generally produced “page 
cannot be displayed” er¬ 
rors. The user’s browser 
stops working for about a 
minute, longer if one tries 
to access forbidden sites in 
quick succession. In other 
words, it’s not just the 
links to those sites that 
don’t work; the results 
don’t come back at all.

WorkSafeBC fined Wey¬ 
erhaeuser Canada 

$297,000 after the 55-year- 
old was engulfed by wood 
debris as he tried to clear a 
jammed silo at the compa¬ 
ny’s New Westminster mill 
on Nov. 17, 2004. 

According to the Steel¬ 


workers, a New Westmin¬ 
ster Police investigation 
recommended criminal 
charges under federal leg¬ 
islation designed to hold 
companies and directors 
responsible for alleged 
negligence, but B.C.’s 
Criminal Justice Branch 
did not proceed with the 
case. 

Union officials say the 
decision to conduct a pri¬ 
vate prosecution is un¬ 
precedented but they be¬ 
lieve there must be some 
responsibility for Hewer’s 
death. 

In its newsletter pub¬ 
lished in March, 2007, the 
union alleged plant man¬ 
agement knew the silo was 
dangerous but refused to 
make improvements be¬ 
cause of the cost.

Group Toyota claims: Panel 


A special panel of U.S. fed¬ 
eral judges is being asked 
Thursday to consolidate 
before a single court 
dozens of proposed class- 
action lawsuits filed by 
Toyota owners who say 
the value of their vehicles 
has plummeted after mil¬ 
lions were recalled for 
safety fixes. 

The decision, expected in 
about two weeks by the 
seven-member U.S. Panel 
on Multidistrict Litigation, 
will set the stage for even¬ 
tual trial or settlement of 
the roughly 100 cases filed 
nationwide, which could 
potentially cost Toyota bil¬ 
lions of dollars in damages. 

“Somebody is going to 
get this thing. It is going to 
be a ton of work,” said at¬ 
torney David R. Cohen of 
Cleveland, who has been 
appointed frequently as a 
“special master” to assist 
judges in similar cases. 

The judge who is chosen 
will make several key deci¬ 
sions, including whether 
all Toyota owners affected 
by the recalls should be 
treated as a single class 
that could be paid for the 
vehicles’ lost value. Toyota 
also is expected to ask for

dismissal of the case. 

Before that, however, the 
panel must decide where 
to send the lawsuits. Toyota 
favours Los Angeles federal 
court, near its U.S. head¬ 
quarters in Torrance, but 
18 other jurisdictions have 
been suggested including 
Florida, Kentucky, Ohio, 
New Jersey, and even Puer¬ 
to Rico. 

The lawsuits have been 


popping up in court dock¬ 
ets nationwide following 
Toyota’s recalls involving 
around eight million vehi¬ 
cles, including about six 
million in the U.S. There 
are also separate lawsuits 
filed by crash victims and 
family members, as well as 
by investors who blame 
Toyota stock losses on the 
recalls. 

Toyota, which declined 


comment before Thurs¬ 
day’s hearing, has blamed 
the sudden acceleration 
problems on floor mats 
and accelerators that some¬ 
times stick. Most of the 
owner lawsuits, however, 
trace the incidents to faulty 
electronic throttle controls 
that they say Toyota has 
been aware of and covered 
up for nearly a decade.

Fire raises safety concerns 


Satish Sawant was proudly 
driving his first car home 
from the showroom: A 
brand-new silver Tata 
Nano, draped with a cele¬ 
bratory garland of 
marigolds. 

Then there was smoke. 
And then there was fire. 

Minutes after the soft¬ 
ware engineer’s wife and 
five-year-old son clam¬ 
bered out of the back seat, 
smoke from the engine, lo¬ 
cated in the Nano’s rear, 
erupted into flames that 
engulfed the tiny car. 

His ordeal showed just 
the latest problem with 
the low-cost Nano — rais¬ 
ing fresh questions about 
safety and quality as top In¬ 
dian carmaker Tata Motors 
sets its sights on global ex¬ 
pansion and aims to ramp 
up production of the Nano 
with a new factory next 
month. 

Starting around $2,500 
US, the Nano has been her¬ 
alded as the world’s cheap¬ 
est car, and was meant to

usher in a safety revolu¬ 
tion, which would get mil¬ 
lions of families off danger¬ 
ous motorbikes and into 
the cool comfort of an af¬ 
fordable car. 

Tata Motors, which also 
owns Jaguar and Land 
Rover, plans to start selling 
versions of the Nano in Eu¬ 
rope in 2011, and later, in 
America. 

Tata Motors spokesman 
Debasis Ray said the com¬ 
pany is investigating the 
incident but believes it to 
be a one-off problem 
rather than the result of 
faulty design or manufac¬ 
ture.

Women ready to battle for gold

Halifax's Jillian Saulnier among six 
returnees seeking golden U-18 moment 


The 2014 Winter 
Olympics feel within 
reach for Canada's under- 
18 women's hockey team. 

Marie-Philip Poulin, an 
18-year-old who wore the 
Maple Leaf at last year’s 
world under-18 champi¬ 
onship in Fussen, Ger¬ 
many, scored both of 
Canada’s goals in a 2-0 win 
over the U.S. in the 
Olympic women’s hockey 
final last month in Van¬ 
couver. 

Poulin was an under-18 
teammate of Jillian 
Saulnier of Halifax, 
Melodie Daoust of Valley- 
field, Que., and four other 
returning players on Cana¬ 
da’s roster for the under- 
18 tournament starting 
Saturday in Chicago. 

Daoust is inspired by 
Poulin’s example to strive 
for the 2014 Games in 
Sochi, Russia, and not bide 


her time until 2018. 

“When you know that 
you played with her in 
Fussen, you know she 
made the Canadian team 
for the Olympics and she 
scored, that proves to us 
we can do the same,” 
Daoust said. “That’s really 
my dream, to make it in 
the next (Olympics).” 

That dream, however, 
will take a back seat to 
winning Canada’s first 
gold medal in the world 
under-18 tournament. 

The U.S. captured the 
first two women’s under- 
18 world titles, beating 
Canada 5-2 in the final two 
years ago in the inaugural 
event in Calgary. In 
Fussen, Daoust was devas¬ 
tated after losing the 
championship 3-2 in over¬ 
time to the Americans. 

“This year, I think we’re 
more ready than last year,” 


Daoust said. “The next 
year, you know what you 
can do against them.” 

Saulnier, who turned 18 
earlier this month, had a 
breakaway toward the end 
of regulation time that 
could have ended last 
year’s gold-medal contest 
before overtime. She fin¬ 
ished with three assists 
and a plus-7 in five games. 

The five-foot-four for¬ 
ward played for the Toron¬ 
to Aeros of the Ontario- 
based Provincial Women’s 
Hockey League this past 
season, recording 41 
points in 30 games.

So at the world figure 
skating championships 
here in Turin, Chan is plot¬ 
ting a course. He claims it 
will take him to the next 
Olympics in Russia in four 
years. He’s talking about 
getting the highly coveted 
quad jump, yes, but he’s al¬ 
so looking into a ciystal ball 


and likes what he sees. 

“There’s definitely no out¬ 
side pressure on me,” Chan 
said. “Here it’s all about me. 
I definitely want to win and 
think I can.” 

That’s the key. In spite of 
what unfolds in the present 
Chan believes he can win in 
the future. Something hap¬ 
pened to him at the 
Olympics and it served to 
change his mind. 

It made him full of won¬ 
der again. 

“I saw that one day I could 
dominate,” he figured. 

“I saw that I could one day 
leave a lasting impression 
on my sport.” 

Chan is only 19 years old. 
His words have sometimes 
been misinterpreted as 
hastily conceived or even 
worse — false bravado. 

Watching him closely 
now, one is left with a com¬ 
pletely different impression. 

He is a supremely talent¬ 
ed kid who actually speaks 
the plain truth.

REVIEW When filmmakers 
Chris Sanders and Dean 
DeBlois set out to make 
How to Train Your Dragon, 
they insisted they wanted 
to “up the age” of the pop¬ 
ular book series. Now, the 
question is, did they go too 
far? 

Adapted from Cressida 
Cowell’s children’s novels. 


Dragon tells a simple story 
about a wimpy, young 
Viking named Hiccup 
(Canuck actor Jay Baruchel) 
who just can’t live up to the 
expectations of his macho 


father (Gerard Butler). In 
fact, even when he sets out 
to slay a wounded dragon 
and gain his rightful place 
of honour, he instead makes 
a fire-breathing friend in the 


formidable beast. 

There’s no doubt the film, 
with its simplistic plot and 
thematic familiarity, is still 
aimed at children, but 
there’s a level of detail here 


that is often missing in to¬ 
day’s family features. 

For one, it begins with 
the animation. Meticulously 
crafted. Dragon’s dark 
themes and stunning 3-D 


animation of battle se¬ 
quences may even perhaps 
be a bit frightening to the 
littlest of ones. 

In fact, the superfluous 
amount of over-the-top fly¬ 
ing sequences and overload 
of action upstage a fairly or- 
dinaiy story. In this case, it 
helps — as does the fact 
that Vikings and dragons 
are still a novelty in the 
family genre when com¬ 
pared to say, ogres or pets. 

That, along with fairly ef¬ 
fective casting (Butler’s 
gruff grumble is perfect, 
Baruchel sounds like he’s 
imitating Christian Slater), 
should make Dragon fresh 
enough to keep audiences 
entertained.

and evil jocks obsessed 
with Red Dawn. 

Appearing 20 to eveiy- 
one else, they all have to 
act exactly as they did be¬ 
fore, leading to tear-filled 
infidelity for Robinson, Cu¬ 
sack regressing into a 
trench-coat misfit, and 
Corddiy stealing the movie 
as a hookers ’n’ blow-lov¬ 
ing alpha male. 

Director Steve Pink fills 
nearly eveiy frame with an 
homage to ’80s comedy. 

It wasn’t exactly a time 
of cinematic excellence, 
but that’s part of the joke 
and the aimless fun of 
those films is perfectly 
recreated.

Avatar star tempts Hollywood 
fate in Clash of The Titans

On the cusp of his 30th 
birthday, Clash of the 
Titans star Sam Worthing¬ 
ton made a fateful 
decision to drastically reor¬ 
ganize his life. 

“I loved my career. I just 
didn’t like things about 
me,” Worthington, now 33, 
says of his life in Australia. 
“I woke up, looked in the 
mirror one day, didn’t like 
what I saw, so I sold the f— 
ing mirror. I sold eveiy- 
thing to my friends. I had 
an auction at my house — 
had a gavel and everything. 
Four bucks for the TV, even 
sold the gavel in the end. 

“It’s like that Rudyard 
Kipling poem. Risk it all on 
a pitch and toss and lose, 
tell no one about your loss, 
and you, sir, are a man,”

Worthington explains. 
“And I thought that poem 
was quite inspiring. I just 
got in the car and drove 
and thought, well, some¬ 
thing’s got to give, some¬ 
one’s got to crack. And lit¬ 
tle did I know there’d be a 
man who could come 
along and change my life.” 

That man, of course, was 
James Cameron, who cast 
Worthington in a little 
movie called Avatar. And 
while he hasn’t felt the 
need to hold another auc¬ 
tion, the Australian actor 
isn’t taking things for 
granted. 

“Every day you pinch 
yourself. I’m extremely 
humbled by the experience 
of what Avatar has done,” 
he says. “I’m a very lucky 
boy.”

When Metro spoke with 
Worthington before the re¬ 
lease of Terminator Salva¬ 
tion, he said he was living 
out of two suitcases, one 
full of clothes and one full 
of books. A year later, not 
much has changed. 

“And I’ve still got the 
same now. Don’t own any¬ 


thing,” he says. There has 
been one addition, though: 
a bicycle, which he rode to 
the Four Seasons this 
morning, past spectators 
waiting for the L.A. 
Marathon. 

“Me and my mate bought 
a bicycle for me because he 
said it’s easier to get 


around L.A., es¬ 
pecially the way I 
drive,” Worthing¬ 
ton says, grinning. 

“So I ride around like 
the witch in The Wizard of 
Oz — little basket on the 
front. It’s pretty funny, to 
be honest. I’m not a veiy 
good bicycle rider, either.” 


While Worthington has 
quickly become a house¬ 
hold name, he insists he is¬ 
n’t interested in fame. 

“I’m not in this profes¬ 
sion to be famous. That’s a 
byproduct of the size and 
the scope of the movies I 
do,” he says. “You want to 
be famous, you go on Big 
Brother.

The title character of Noah 
Baumbach’s Greenberg 
would be a lot easier to 
hate if he didn’t have such 
nice friends. 

The question the movie 
fails to answer, however, 
is why such nice friends 
keep sticking with him — 
or why the audience 
should. 

Ben Stiller 
immerses 
himself in 
Roger Green¬ 
berg, a mid¬ 
dle-aged lost 
little boy, an 
ornery New 
Yorker trans¬ 
planted to 
Los Angeles 
— after a 
brief stint in 
a psychiatric 
ward — to 
housesit for 
his brother. 

Greenberg 
is simultaneously hostile 
and fragile, raging at the 
world through putdowns, 
criticisms and complaint 
letters to any corporation 
he comes into contact 
with.

There’s his longtime bud¬ 
dy, Ivan (Rhys Ifans), 
whose once-hopeful mu¬ 
sic career was scuttled by 
one of Greenberg’s panic 
attacks and who now 
mopes around as a strug¬ 
gling father and rock-and- 
roll could-have-been. 

Ifans plays wounded 
and forgiving well, so 
much so that the endless 
second chances he gives 
Greenberg seem com¬ 
pletely believable — espe¬ 
cially since his lot in life 
is the clearest collateral 
from Green¬ 
berg’s self¬ 
absorption. 
Then 

there’s Flo¬ 
rence (Greta 
Gerwig), his 
brother’s 
twentysome- 
thing assis¬ 
tant, reluc¬ 
tantly drawn 
to Green¬ 
berg against 
her better 
instincts. 

It’s Ivan 
and Flo¬ 
rence’s ability to tolerate 
Greenberg that allow him 
to be a real character and 
not just a caricature of un¬ 
pleasantness.

Master falters in Chloe

Despite being a remake of 
a French film, the new 
movie from Atom Egoyan 
bears all the earmarks of 
the director’s work. 

Gontinuing his career 
long examination of sexual 
taboos and miscommunica- 
tion he’s made a movie that 
is part sexual 

Scheherazade, part Single 
White Female but is also 
his most straightforward 
movie in years. 

Starring Amanda 

Seyfried as an escort hired 
by Gatherine (Julianne 
Moore) to test her hus¬ 
band’s (Liam Neeson) fideli¬ 
ty, it’s a steamy thriller the 
director calls “an extreme 
examination of how to re¬ 
eroticize a marriage.” Add 
to that a layer of sexual ob¬ 
session and you get a film 
that feels like a throwback 
to the erotic thrillers of a 
couple of decades ago. 

Egoyan has crafted a fea¬ 
ture that breathes the same 
air as Fatal Attraction and 
Basic Instinct — films made 
when the director was busy 
making his own subtly sex¬ 


ual films like Exotica. At 
the time Roger Ebert wrote, 
“There is a quality in all of 
his work that resists the su¬ 
perficial and facile. Even at 
the veiy start, he wasn’t in¬ 
terested in simple stoiy- 
telling.” Until now, Roger, 
until now. 

There is no question that 
Egoyan is as gifted a film¬ 
maker as we have working 
in this countiy, but Ghloe, 
I’m afraid doesn’t denote a 
high-water mark in his fil¬ 
mography. 

He does, however, bring 
much to the table. 

The film is gorgeous to 


look at — from the beauty 
shots of Toronto, to the col¬ 
lective “wowness” of the 
cast. 

To match the rich visuals 
he’s brought his own sensi¬ 
bility to the stoiy, and in¬ 
stead of simply remaking 
Nathalie, the French film 
Ghloe is based on, he has 
populated the plot with 
strong female characters. 
And, as befits any erotic 
thriller there are twists and 
turns galore. 

Unfortunately most of 
them will be obvious to 
anyone who has ever read a 
Joe Eszterhas script and 


that is the film’s Achilles’ 
Heel. 

The movie’s closing mo¬ 
ments play like a pre¬ 
dictable B-movie, albeit a 
highbrow one, but a B- 
movie nonetheless. 

Ghloe marks the first 
time Egoyan has worked 
from a script that he didn’t 
write and despite its ups — 
nice performances and 
beautiful photography — it 
made me yearn for the au¬ 
teur of the Exotica years 
who would have made an 
uncompromising movie 
with a more dramatic end¬ 
ing.

ovies are 
like time 
machines. 
No, they 
don’t physi¬ 
cally transport viewers to 
another time and place 
but, like dreams and mem¬ 
ories, they can take the au¬ 
dience back to ancient 
Rome or forward in time 
to a planet populated by gi¬ 
ant blue people. I guess 
that’s why stories about 
time travel have been so 
popular on the big screen. 

This weekend John Gu- 
sack stars in the latest time 
travel tale, the self ex¬ 
planatory Hot Tub Time 
Machine. 

For Gusack the idea of 


getting stuck in the 1980s 
doesn’t require a time ma¬ 
chine. A star for thirty 
years he says all he has to 
do is turn on the TV to be 
taken back. “Every time I 
flip through the cable, I 
have flashbacks.” 

In the movie Gusack and 
his buddies head back to 
the ’80s, a decade that one 
of the more famous time 
travel movies used as a 
starting point. 

Everyone remembers 
the DeLorean time travel 
car from Back to the Fu¬ 
ture — chosen because its 
sleek futuristic look resem¬ 
bled a spaceship — but it 
wasn’t until the third draft 


of the script that the film¬ 
makers decided on the fa¬ 
mous gull winged car. 

Originally the time trav¬ 
el device was a laser, reject¬ 
ed because it wasn’t excit¬ 
ing enough. Then director 
Robert Zemeckis consid¬ 
ered housing the machine 
in a refrigerator but dis¬ 
carded the idea over con¬ 
cerns that the movie may 
inspire kids to crawl into 
iceboxes and get trapped. 

In the original script for 
Bill and Ted’s Excellent Ad¬ 
venture, in which the titu¬ 
lar characters bring histor¬ 
ical figures back from his¬ 
tory to help them with a 
school project, the time 



machine was a 1969 Ghevy 
Van, but afraid of inadver¬ 
tently plagiarizing Back to 
the Future the filmmakers 
went with a phone booth 
instead. 

Probably the most fa¬ 
mous time shifting story is 
H.G. Wells’s The Time Ma¬ 
chine. 

In the 1960 movie ver¬ 
sion director George Pal 
fashioned the look of the 
time machine on a sled (a 
idea borrowed years later 
for the hardware in Jean- 
Glaude Van Damme’s 
Timecop), so, he said, it 
could slide into the future. 
Paying tribute to the sto¬ 
ry’s author, he affixed a 
plaque on the time ma¬ 
chine that reads “Manufac¬ 
tured by H. George Wells.” 

In 1971 when MGM sold 
off a warehouse of old 
props (including Dorothy’s 
Ruby Slippers) the sled 
time machine was pur¬ 
chased by a collector who 
used it as part of a yearly 
Halloween display at his 
Burbank home.

Those involved at the 
time said that scheduling 
had become a headache 
for the band, and Page said 
he wanted to pursue solo 
opportunities. The parting 
was said to be amicable. 

But following the Janu- 
aiy release of You Run 


Away, Page seemed to take 
umbrage with the song. 

After paraphrasing a line 
from the tune in his Twit¬ 
ter account (“He tried his 
best. But it wasn’t 
enough,” Page wrote), he 
responded to fans who 
lamented the apparently 
rocky relationship be¬ 
tween Page and the rest of 
the band. 

“That song was a pretty 
low blow, wasn’t it?” Page 
tweeted. “I wish them lots 
of success, but it sucks be¬ 


ing a target.” 

Robertson says he and 
Page haven’t been commu¬ 
nicating much since the 
departure (Robertson says 
he tried reaching out im¬ 
mediately after the split 
but says that, for now, 
their relationship is a 
“tough thing to bridge.”) 

But he insists he didn’t 
intend to offend Page with 
the song. 

“I would just say it’s not 
a low blow,” he said. “It’s 
never intended as such. It’s 
just a song. And it’s not to 
him, for him, or about 
him. It certainly draws 
from that relationship but 
I don’t do low blows.” 

Robertson doesn’t bristle 
when asked about Page, 
greeting questions about 
the split openly and patient¬ 
ly (“It’s not the elephant in 
the room,” he says. “I don’t 
mind talking about it at

Melissa Auf der Maur, Hole, MGMT highlight spring releases 



N ow that we’ve left 
winter behind — 
technically, any¬ 
way — it’s time to 
start looking ahead to 
some of the spring’s big 
rock releases. Sadly, 
though, there aren’t a lot 
of them. 

Pop still rules the music 
cycle and many major 
bands are either coming to 
the end of their release-and- 


touring schedule (Nickel- 
back, Kings of Leon, Cold- 
play, Green Day) while oth¬ 
ers have gone to ground 
completely (Nine Inch Nails 
comes to mind). 

This, however, offers 
bands with new releases a 
path of lesser resistance.

performances. As she told 
me, “I wanted to offer an 
artistic experience with 
multiple points of entry.” 

Congratulations, MGMT 
(April 13): Faced with hav¬ 
ing to follow up Oracular 
Spectacular with some¬ 
thing, er, equally spectacu¬ 


lar, MGMT elected to veer 
off into a completely differ¬ 
ent direction, creating a 
record that’s meant to be 
consumed as a hole rather 
than in bite-sized chunks of 
singles. Bold. 

Red Light Fever, Taylor 
Hawkins and the Coattail 
Riders (April 20): While his 
boss is off pla 5 dng with 
Them Grooked Vultures 
(among others), Foo Fight¬ 
ers drummer Taylor 
Hawkins leads a band 
through a record filled with 
‘70s-inspired power pop. 
Guests include Brian May 
and Roger Dean of Queen, 
Elliot Easton of the Gars 
and, of course, Dave Grohl. 

Nobody’s Daughter, 
Hole (April 27): She’s

baaacck! Gourtney Love is 
finally ready with a Hole al¬ 
bum, the first since 1998’s 
Gelebrity Skin.

Biopic gets to the Cherry centre 

Two-part CBC show will examine the life one of Canada's most outspoken personalities 



The Don Cherry that most 
Canadians know is the 
outsized personality from 
Coach’s Corner, the vocif¬ 
erous hockey icon who 
favours hard hits and 
flamboyant threads. 

And Cherry is fine with 
that. It’s revealing the oth¬ 
er side of his life, as he 
will in the upcoming two- 
part CBC-TV biopic Keep 
Your Head Up, Kid: The 
Don Cherry Story, that 
worries him. 

“Tell you the truth, 
that’s one of the reasons I 
didn’t want to do the 
movie,” Cherry told The 
Canadian Press in an 
interview at CBC 
headquarters 
Wednesday. 

“People like 
myself don’t 
want to have 
it laid out 
there for peo¬ 
ple to see and 
criticize. 

That’s why I really, 
for four years, I wouldn’t 
do the movie. Nobody 
likes to see their personal 
life put out to everybody.” 

But Cheriy, 76, eventu¬ 
ally gave the film the go- 
ahead because it was his 
son, Tim, who wrote the 
screenplay and wanted his 
father’s story to make it to 
the screen. 

Keep Your Head Up, Kid 
follows Cherry through 
his childhood, his tumul¬ 
tuous minor-league play¬ 
ing career, his (tumul¬ 
tuous again) stint as a 
head coach in the AHL 
and NHL and his transi¬ 
tion into broadcasting 
with the CBC, where he’s 
been since 1980. 

Jared Keeso of Listowel, 
Ont., plays Cherry from 
his hockey-playing days 
through the decades that 
followed with the aid of 
makeup, prosthetics and a 
wig, while Sarah Manni- 
nen portrays Cherry’s late 
wife. Rose. 


Cherry hasn’t seen the 
film yet. He says he’ll 
want to be alone when he 
watches it on Sunday and 
Monday — although he’ll 
have company from his 
beloved bull terrier. 

“I’m gonna be watching 
it in my basement with 
Blue and my goldfish,” 
Cherry said. “I feel like I 
should do that because I 
don’t know how I’m going 
to accept it, and I don’t 
want anybody around.” 

Much of the film might 
be tough to take for Cher¬ 
ry, who has read the 
script. He says Manninen 
bears an uncanny re¬ 
semblance to the 
real Rose, who 
died in 1997. 
And he says 
that revisit¬ 
ing his own 
life story has 
made him re¬ 
alize how self¬ 
ish he had been, 
putting his career 
ahead of his family. 

Indeed, the film doesn’t 
gloss over Cherry’s mis¬ 
steps. 

Cherry — a reliably out¬ 
spoken proponent of 
hard-nosed hockey — was 
exactly the sort of player 
you’d expect: a tough-guy 
defenceman, a gritty sort 
whose mentality and 
skillset was enough to 
earn him a career in hock¬ 
ey, but not at the level he 
wanted. 

He played only one NHL 
game, instead spending 
years ricocheting around 
the minor leagues — with 
stops in Windsor, Ont., 
Barrie, Ont., Hershey, Pa., 
Springfield, Mass., Boston, 
Trois-Rivieres, Que., Wa¬ 
terloo, Ont., Sudbury, 
Ont., Spokane, Wash., Tul¬ 
sa, Ok., Rochester, N.Y., 
and Vancouver — uproot¬ 
ing his young family at 
every turn. All told, he 
says they moved 53 times. 

In the film. Rose shows 


infinite patience with her 
husband. She’s supportive 
even as the stubborn on¬ 
screen Cherry chooses to 
work painting houses 
rather than sacrifice his 
pride in search of another 
job in hockey. 

She fails to offer even 
token protestations each 
time she’s forced to pack 
up for another town as 
Cherry chases on-ice glo- 
W- 

And, Keeso’s narration 
tells us, she bears the bur¬ 
den of taking care of 
young Tim when he’s di¬ 
agnosed with a serious 
kidney problem. 


“I couldn’t stand to see 
Timothy on that machine, 
knowing he was in pain ... 
I left it all for Rose to han¬ 
dle,” Keeso’s Cherry says 
in the film. 

“I know, I was a cow¬ 
ard.” 

Tim Cherry said people 
who read the script were 
surprised that his father 
approved of it. But, the 
younger Cherry says, it’s 
an accurate depiction of 
what happened. 


“He didn’t really think 
about the consequences of 
his actions,” Tim said. 
“That’s maybe one of the 
themes to the movie. 

“But dad said you have 
to show it, warts and all, 
or (the movie)’s going to 
be horrible.” 

The film also covers the 
many feuds Don Cheriy 
has ignited with his vari¬ 
ous bosses, with a particu¬ 
lar focus on his toxic rela¬ 
tionship with Harry Sin- 
den, who was general 
manager of the Boston 
Bruins when Cheriy won 
the Jack Norris Trophy as 
the team’s coach. 


“I’ve always had that 
problem, eveiywhere I’ve 
been, with authority,” the 
real-life Cheriy conceded 
Wednesday. 

“Even with CBC, it 
seems, when they called 
me despicable and repre¬ 
hensible a few years ago. I 
have a problem with au¬ 
thority, I guess. Some guys 
have it in different ways 
but that’s the way with 
me. But I’ve paid the price 
many times.” 


The film ends just as 
Cherry begins his time 
with CBC, and thus does¬ 
n’t show his evolution in¬ 
to the most controversial 
voice in hockey. 

But his son says that 
side of Cherry — the divi¬ 
sive, opinionated com¬ 
mentator who has 
touched off debate after 
debate — has long been 
there too, whether on 
camera or off. 


“People say: ‘Oh, it’s a 
shtick.’ Not really — just 
at home he doesn’t dress 
as nice, and he’s not quite 
as loud,” Tim Cherry said 
with a laugh. 

“You see that persona 
quite a bit coming up. ... 
He’s pretty genuine. I 
don’t think you can go 30 
years now and take a lot 
of the slings and arrows 
he’s taken doing a shtick.”

For five seasons, Bones 
has bounced around the 
Fox schedule like a toy 
skeleton.

Emily Deschanel likes it.

ries. “I actually prefer it 
this way,” says Deschanel.

put Iron Man on a blazing 
path from a collectibility 
standpoint and an aware¬ 
ness standpoint,” Shamus 
said. “In comic book cir¬ 
cles, he was a popular 
character but on a world¬ 
wide basis most people 
walking down the street 
wouldn’t know who he is. 
Now he’s a household 
name.” 

But nothing’s a sure 
thing. 

“The Ghost Rider movie 
doesn’t do an 5 d:hing for 
the Ghost Rider comic 
book,” says George Zotti, 
manager of Toronto’s Sil¬ 
ver Snail comic store. 

This summer, Robert 
Downey Jr. will strap on 
the superhero tin in Iron 
Man 2, and Seth Rogen will 
tiy his hand at crime fight¬ 
ing in The Green Hornet. 

Josh Brolin will play the 
scarred post-Givil War 
bounty hunter Jonah Hex 
while Jeffrey Dean Morgan 
will lead a band of deadly 
spies in The Losers and 
fans of the edgy teen 
crimefighter saga Kick-Ass 
will get a look at their he¬ 
roes on the big screen. 

“There’s always a bit of a 
spike,” Zotti said of the ef¬ 
fect of films on the comic 
market. “There’s always a 
renewed interest from 
people who don’t normal¬ 
ly read comic books. 

“Some people get curi¬ 
ous and come in.” 

The Human Torch-like 
heat for the price of col¬ 
lectibles comes from rare 
books of the so-called Gold 
and Silver ages of comics, 
roughly between the 1930s 
and the 1970s. 

Last month. Detective 
Gomics No. 27 — Batman’s 
debut in May 1939 — sold 
at auction for $1,075,500, 
breaking the record $1 
million paid three days 
earlier for 1938’s Action 
Gomics No. 1, which fea¬ 
tured Superman’s first ap- 


The price of new comics 
is around $3.99 on average. 

But are they a good in¬ 
vestment? 

Michael Jofifre, owner of 
Montreal’s Garsleys 

Gomics, suggests people 
get a copy of the Over- 
street Price Guide — con¬ 
sidered the Bible of comic 
collecting — and do their 
research. He stressed mil¬ 
lions were paid for Action 
Gomics No. 1 and Detec¬ 
tive Gomics No. 27 because 
they are rare and because 
“there are two collectors 
with too much money 
fighting for it.” 

Jofifre, a former stock¬ 
broker who actually does 
most of his business in 
rare coins, says it’s impor¬ 
tant to understand the an-

gles of investing in comics 
just as in any other field. 

“For someone to go out 
blindly and invest in comic 
books, they’re just as cer¬ 
tain to lose money as if 
they go out and buy penny 
stocks on the TSX.” 

Gondition, rarity, con¬ 
tent and creators all play a 
part. And stores will usual¬ 
ly pay around 75 per cent 
of value, meaning many 
people sell on eBay. 

In the meantime, the 
cinema juggernaut rolls 
on.

Another year, another ho¬ 
nour for Rush.

“There’s really only cer¬ 
tain films which generate 
interest in characters that 
have translated into dra¬ 
matic increases in prices,” 
says Gareb Shamus, 
founder and GEO of New 
York-based Wizard Enter¬ 
tainment. 

Like Iron Man, for exam¬ 
ple. His debut issue in 1968 
originally cost 12 cents and 
now goes for $500.

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Jamie’s food revolution builds 


Linda Fillinger had a new 
experience recently: She 
made pancakes without 
reaching for a box of pre¬ 
pared mix. 

“I never made it with ac¬ 
tual flour before,” the Bar- 
boursville resident said af¬ 
ter flnishing a weekly cook¬ 
ing lesson at Huntington’s 
Kitchen. The newly estab¬ 
lished downtown facility is 
the most visible sign of the 
changes here since a 
celebrity chef came to what 
his American TV network 
calls the nation’s unhealthi- 
est city. 

“Jamie Oliver’s Food Rev¬ 
olution,” a reality series 
about the British chef’s ef¬ 
fort last fall to teach this 
Ohio River town about 
healthy eating, had its offi¬ 
cial premiere Friday. 

Even before the evangelist 
for fresh ingredients and un¬ 
processed foods set foot in 
town, residents were wary of 
being subjected to a gawk- 
and-go treatment that would 
unfairly single them out in a 
country where bulging 
waistlines and jimk food di¬ 
ets are common. Instead of 
closing their eyes and wish¬ 
ing Oliver would go away, 
many people eventually 
warmed to the chef, and 
have started efforts to im¬ 
prove the health of locals. 

“This isn’t just a TV show 
and it’s not just a one-time 
thing,” said Doug Sheils, 
spokesman for Cabell-Hunt- 
ington Hospital, which was 
an early supporter of efforts 
to change the area’s health 
problems. 

Sheils was an early and 
vocal skeptic of Oliver’s ef¬ 
fort, but after meeting Oliv¬ 
er, Sheils became convinced 
of the Cockney chef’s good 
will, and the hospital has 
stepped forward with signif¬ 
icant donations to two ma¬ 
jor efforts. 

The first is an $80,000 
grant to revamp the menus 
at Cabell County’s 28 
schools to eliminate 
processed foods and to 
serve meals made from 
fresh, local ingredients. 

“The biggest part of that 
is money to train eveiy sin¬ 
gle school cook in Cabell 



County how to cook 
healthy 
meals from 
scratch, so 
they’re not 
just opening 
a box of 
frozen 
chicken 
nuggets and 
warming them 
up,” Sheils 
said.

Two months is too short 
for Canadian Caprica co- 
star Magda Apanowicz.

too quickly for her liking. 

“It’s so crazy, it hap¬ 
pened out of nowhere. I’m 
like, ’What?

But nope!” says Apanow¬ 
icz, 24, who will be at Wiz¬ 
ard World Toronto Comic 
Con this weekend. 

“It just always feels like 
it’s been only on for like, a 
month, and you’re like, 
‘There’s so much more, 
you guys need to see, 
there’s so much more.’” 

The Ronald D. Moore- 
created series — shot in 
Vancouver and airing on 
Space in Canada — is the 
prequel to Battlestar Galac- 


tica and follows two rival 
families clashing over the 
creation of artificial intelli¬ 
gence amid terrorism 
threats and religious con¬ 
flict. 

Eric Stoltz and Esai 
Morales star as the patri¬ 
archs of the families. James 
Marsters, who played Spike 
on the Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer series, co-stars as a 
terrorist leader. 

Apanowicz’s character is 
a student who dives into a 
virtual world as she at¬ 
tempts to re-connect with 
a dead friend. 

The remainder of Season 
1, which has already been 
filmed, is set to resume in 
the fall, but a second sea¬ 


son hasn’t been con¬ 
firmed. 

Friday’s mid-season fi¬ 
nale will feature “a bunch 
of cliffhangers,” says 
Apanowicz. 

“We’re all pretty stuck in 
the decisions we make at 
the end and there’s no real 
going backwards from 
them, but kind of finding a 
new way to go forward 
from them.” 

Apanowicz has strong

Chicken Salad 
with Dates and 
Minted Yogurt 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en breasts 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 tsp ground mace 

3 tbsp olive oil 

1 romaine lettuce, torn 
150 g arugula 

4 scallions, sliced 
398 mL can artichoke 
hearts, drained and halved 
8 mint sprigs, chopped, 
plus extra to garnish 

1 cup plain yogurt 
4 tbsp mixed seeds 
(sunflower, sesame, etc) 
100 g dried pitted dates, 
sliced 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler. Put 
chicken in shallow roast¬ 
ing pan. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, garlic, mace 
and oil, then turn over to 
distribute seasonings. 

2. Broil chicken until well 
browned on both sides. 
Test by piercing thickest 
part with point of knife; 


juices should run clear 
and flesh should be white, 
not pink. Leave chicken in 
pan. 

3. Meanwhile, mix lettuce, 
arugula, scallions and arti¬ 
choke hearts. Divide salad 
among four plates. Mix 
mint into yogurt and set 
aside. 

4. Turn chicken over and 
sprinkle with seeds, press¬ 
ing on with spoon. Grill 
for 10-20 seconds to heat 
and brown seeds. Add 
dates and stir with seeds 
and juices around chicken. 

5. Slice chicken and 
arrange on salads with 
dates and seeds, spooning 
over cooking juices. Driz¬ 
zle mint and yogurt dress¬ 
ing over and serve, 
garnished with mint.
